You may perhaps be puzzled a little to re- 
concile the paradox.of the hardening effects of 
excessive sensibility.

Happily ‘for us; some important discoveries | 
‘in science have been made; ani above all, the 


Reformation, has'taught men to distrust author- 


ity, and to take no guide but the reason and | 
the revelation which God had giventhem. It | 


taught them to claim the right of free exami- 
nation, as their inalienable birthright, and of 
such action, as was most accordant with a true 


Independence. 


Ca.irornia.—A few years since, and scarce. 


a trace of civilization could be discerned within 
her borders. She was literally a terra incognita,

It would have re- 
quired a long series of years in the ordinary 
development of events to have peopled the 
State.as it.now is, to have built up cities that 
already rival.in commerce the emporiums of 
the old world, to have displayed such resources 
as even now ‘in their infancy astonish the ablest 
statesmen of the earth. Composed as her 
society is, of the most enterprising and daring 
spirits of Europe, Asia and America, it is not 
surprising that here should be found a force 
and vigor unknown elsewhere. As the amal- 
gam of some metals produce « compound su- 
perior to any of its components, so..does the 
fusion of ideas, customs, and habits of nations 
who meet and mingle on these shores, generate 
a mental and moral atmosphere that will prove 
purer and healthier than any that have ever 
yet existed. Our gold and our energy have 
already given an impetus to our Atlantic breth- 
ren. The gold, so lomg hoarded up in the 
vaults of banking houses has been drawn into. 
the current of trade, facilitating its operations, 
and giving an impulse to industry. But the re- 
action which has taken place in the east shows 
not less strongly the value of our State. When 
commerce was crippled, and business was stag- 
nated, it was our gold that infused new life in- 


| to its torpid system, enabling it to recuperate 


its exhausted powers, and exhibit a vitality 
that puts torest any fear of permanent derange- 
ment in the financial affairs of our..country.' 
Thus, within half a score of years, a country,
